A fearful explosion took place ill 
Springfield, Ohio, on the 19fch. A train 
ran into another which had been derailed, 
and a carload of dynamite was exploded. 
The two trains were wrecked and live men 
were killed. 

A collision on the New York elevated 
railroad occurred on Monday. Tho con- 
ductor and fireman of one train were bad- 
ly hurt, and a diizon or moro passengers 
were more or less injured. 

Tho Indians of Bolivia have re- 
volted and the country ia in a stato of 
anarchy, Numerous murders are com- 
mitted daily by the Bolivian rebels, and 
in Home of tbein thu most horrible feroc- 
ity is evinced. A few days ago a man 
named Ohacolla and his sou were mur- 
dered by Indiana belonging to the village. 
After being tortured they were quartered 
and the pieces thrown into a blazing lire, 
whore thoy roasted. A little prior to 
this the manager of Causaya was quar- 
tered by laborers. Other crimes of a yot 
more horrible nature have boon com- 
mitted, and people have been murdered 
whose flesh has afterwards been devoured 
by tho murderers. 

At Mitchellstown the coroner resumed 
his inquest over the bodies of those .slain 
during tlio recent contest hetween the po- 
lice and the people. Sergeant Kirwin, 
of the constabulary, deposed that buck- 
shot was tired from the barracks windows 
to defend the policemen who were en- 
deavoring to get into the barracks to 
escape the stones. When the police 
reached the barracks door they could not 
gee in, the door being blocked. He then 
ordered the tiring, seeing that his own life 
and the lives of tho constables were en- 
dangered. After two rounds of buckshot 
there was one round of ball cartridges 
fired. Timothy Harrington, who was 
present, denounced the witness as a mur- 
derer.

Norquay Could Not Sell His Stock in 
Now York.

Jlorquay Unsuccessful. 

New York, Sept. 20.— The Hon. John 
Norquay, Premier of tho province of Man- 
itoba, who has been in the city for the 
past month trying to raise money to build 
the Red River Valley railroad from Win- 
nipeg to the border of Minnesota to con- 
nect with the Northern Pacific, started 
for home this evening. Before going ho 
stated that ho was not successful in rais- 
ing the money in Now York. The pro- 
ject, he said, would not, however, bo 
abandoned, although tho Canadian gov- 
ernment had opposed it from tho begin- 
ning and would offer all tho opposition 
they could in the future. "We will build 
tho road," he said, "and try to keep with- 
in tho law, so that the government can 
get no hold on us." 

"What do you think is the reason tho 
New York mon did not buy the bonds ?" 

"There may have been various reasons, 
but the opposition of the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the Canadian Pacific railroad 
no doubt were tho principal ones."

General Roger A. Pryor has been re- 
tained by the sympathizers of the con- 
demned Chicago anarchists to present 
their caso to the United States supremo 
court. He said to-day, any case of any 
character whatever involving a federal 
question appearing on the record can bo 
carried up to the United States supreme 
court. Capt. Black, their Chicago coun- 
sel, will arrive to-morrow, bringing the 
papers with him, and then 1 will bo ablo 
to discover beyond a doubt just how 
strong a caso we have. It is proposed to 
give Capt. Black an informal reception 
upon his arrival.

There were three cases 
last year in which the President saw fit 
to order the release of three vessels seieed 
in August, 1880, but those are the only 
cases 1 know of in which vessels wero or- 
dered released.

A SAD ENDING. 

Dr. McGlynn is fast reaping the re- 
ward of his erring ways. A name that 
was once respected, nay revered, has now 
become a byword and a reproach and tho 
saintly paths he once trod are changed 
into the shuns of darkness. At one time 
the pastor of St. Stephen's in his own 
quiet way was a tower of strength, to-day bo 
is tho ranting politician who is the theme 
for ribaldry and jest. The pride of the 
flesh has dethroned his intellect and he is 
found preaching u hopeless crusade, which 
if worked out to its logical conclusion, 
which it never can be, would end in the 
upheaval of all society. An evil day it 
was when the gentle priest linked fiis 
fortunes with tho loud-mouthed agitator 
for two natures could at one time hardly 
have been regarded as less congenial than 
thoso of Edward McGlynn and Henry 
George. Those who are at all acquainted 
with the former's life and work in Now 
York, where charity breathed through ail 
he did or said or thought, look regretfully 
back over the years and regret tint so 
dark a cloud should have fallen over a 
career which had such an auspicious be- 
ginning. 

PERRY CREEK U OLD MINING Co. 

There has lately been acquired by a 
joint-stock company a government lease 
for 25 years of live miles of minim,' 
ground on Perry creek, in Lite district of 
Kootonay. Another lease of two and 
a-half miles for a term of ten years with 
a tunnel adjoining it has also besn ac- 
quired by the same company, together 
with buildings, stores, sawmill, etc. In 
the early days of gold mining at Kontc- 
nay Perry creek yielded largely of the 
precious metal, It was a favorite lield 
for tho miners of t hose prosperous times 
and many "piles" of greater or lessor 
magnitude were realized by the ardent 
seekers after wealt h. With the rude ap- 
pliances then in use it was only 
possible to skim the gold from the 
surface, so to speak, of the 
pay gravel. The capital necessary to 
reach the richer strain below was not 
forthcoming at that time and the creek 
was at last, deserted. The present time, 
when much capital is seeking investment 
and inmiey is "cheap," is believed to lie 
favorable to the development of these 
mines. In this belief the Perry Oreek 
Company has been formed with a capital of 
$75,000 divided into shares of one dollar 
each; only 30,000 ill the shares are open 
to subscription. The temporary trustees 
are: Messrs, I. W. Powell, I). K. Harris 
and Henry Jacuby. The promoters, who 
expect to Hoat the company without diffi- 
culty, are already engaged in the develop- 
ment of tho property. Tin; prospectus is 
accompanied by elaborate maps of the 
district, and lhe ground covered by the 



ROSSETTI'S BURIED POEMS. 

Strange episodes I urn up in tin- lives of 
tho humblest individuals; but stranger 
still are the episodes in tho lives of groat, 
men, whose heights are higher and whose 
depths are deeper than ours. The follow- 
ing tragic passage from the "Lifoof Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti" (written by Joseph 
Knight, and published by Waiter Scott 
in his "Great Writers" series) shows how 
deeply the poet was attached to his wife: 
"On March 5, 18(11, Mr. Madox Drown i« 
told that, Lisurie lias just had a dead baby. 
Particulars as to the attention she re- 
ceives and the anxieties she inspires fol- 
low. A development of Mrs. Rosaotti'a 
illness, the mot of which was 
consumption, consisted in neural- 
gia, relief from which could 
only be found in laudanum. To 
this seductive and dangerous agent Mrs. 
Rossetti trusted, with the result that sho 
took an overdose. One night in 18(12 the 
Madox Drowns, then living on Highgate 
Rise, were alarmed by a violent knocking 
at the door. This was due to Rossetti, 
who. after frantically seeking one physi- 
Oan after another, aroused bis friend to 
aid him iii bis extreme emergency, All 
this, however, in vain. The spirit had 
(led; the fair frame was tenant less, and 
sho whom Rossetti, in sustained adoration, 
had just painted as Regina Cordium had 
passed away forever from bis life. How 
poignant and enduring was tho grief of 
Rossetti is now a matter of history. 
Though mention of her name fades from 
his correspondence, the devotion of tho 
lover is shown in his work after 
her death as before. Among the 
many portraits of her in her 
own person, or in his imaginative work, 
which exist, none is more faithful as a 
portrait nor more interesting as a record, 
than the lovely Real a Beatrix, painted 
tho year following her death, anil bought 
by Lord Mount Table. On the day of the 
funeral Rossetti walked into the chamber 
iw which tho body lay. In his hand was I 



a book, into which at hor bidding he had 
copied his poems. Regardless of those 
prosont, ho spoke to hor as though she 
wore stili living, tolling her that tho 
poems wore written to her, and were 
hers, and that she must take them with 
her. He then placed the volumo boside 
her face in eIio coffin, leaving it to be bur- 
with her in Highgate cemetery. This 
touching sceno will sumo day doubloss bo 
tho subject of a picture. Timo, after its 
wont, hallowed and sanctified tho memo- 
ry of loss, hut tho bereavement was 
long and keenly felt. Meanwhile, 
the entombment of Rosaotti'a poems had 
an effect upon which the writer had not 
calculated. They were familiar to many 
friends, and passages of them were ro- 
tained in the recollection of some. Those 
poems were during subsequent years the 
subject of much anxiety and wonder- 
ment, and the existence of the buried 
treasure was mentioned with reverence 
and sympathy, and with something of 
awe. Seven years later Rossetti, upon 
whom pressure to permit the exhumation 
of the volume had constantly been put, 
gavo a reluctant consent. With tho per- 
mission of tho home secretary tho cotlin 
was opened by a friend of Rossetti, and 
the volume was withdrawn. Ita contents 
were copied by the author and by Mr. 
Fairfax Murray, and was ultimately print- 
ed in the first collection of poems." 

A PLEA FOR THE POOR MAN. 

A paper of the most practical interest 
read at the recent meeting of American 
scientists, held at Columbia College, Now 
York, was that of young Prof. E. J. 
James, of tho university of Pennsylvania 
Although a very young man, he knows 
all about current economics, and in a vol- 
uminous paper he proved this. Ho in- 
sisted on better material comfort for tho 
poor man. His subject was: "The testi- 
mony of Statistics as to our national pro- 
gress," and he did not take the usual op- 
timistic view of the American nation's 
prosperity. He dissented most emphati- 
cally from Prof. W. 0. Atkinson's gilt- 
edged view of its rapidly accumulating 
wealth, and saw no reason for Americans 
to congratulate themselves. Ho did not 
think that the fact that they exported an 
enormous quantity of wheat was a sign of 
accumulating wealth. On this subject he 
said; "This only proves that, wo have a 
large margin of saving, hut not that this 
is a policy that will keep us wealthy in the 
long run. A lanjo part of the savings in 
the east had been devoted not only to de- 
veloping our resources but to carrying 
grain for Western farmers to foreign mar- 
kets for less than cost. Prof. Atkinson 
has said that the wages of laborers had 
risen very considerably. Yet of ninety- 
eight chief industries, tho national bureau 
of statistics showed that only about 29 
per cent, kept men employed 300 days. 
In tho coal industry the men worked less 
than 200 days. The 11,000 laborers in 
one industry were employed only 133. 
days in the year. Tho sum of money 
needed for an average workingman's liv- 
ing was away beyond what the majority 
of laborers actually could earn under ex- 
isting conditions. Prof. Atkinson hud said 
that the sum of :?o50 a year for a family 
of live persons was enough. For great 
centres of population I his was not enough. 
No expenses for school-books or recrea- 
tion were allowed in this computation. 
Statistics may give ns false ideas if they 
are not used with discretion. The condi- 
tions of life are becoming more and tuoro 
severe. The prizes open to the success- 
ful are growing larger, but the number 
of banks is also rapidly increasing. There 
is a grave social problem which will re- 
quire the most careful investigation and 
cautious action, if it is to be evolved with- 
out seriously disturbing our social order. 
1 recall the time when a farm hand in 
Illinois could earn enough money to buy 
and stock a Bfty-acre farm, and when in 
New York or in Pennsylvania a mechanic 
without capital could start a business 
which might become the largest of its 
kind in the United States. Neither is now 
possible. Capital is required now from 
the start. Some men have risen from tho 
position of day laborer to that of capital- 
ist by virtue of their shrewdness. Many 
others have worked as hard and saved as 
carefully, lint have nothing to show. 
It is little satisfaction to a man to 
tell him hu is poor because his neigh- 
bor is naturally stronger than ho is. 
The number of actual daily laborers is 
increasing. Wherever there is manufactur- 
ing on a large scale the hope of laborers 
becoming anything else grows smaller. 
Even agricultural laborers have no hope 
of becoming independent. A man might 
be content with low wages in an inferior 
position if he could at tho same time hope 
for future independence. Take away |his 
hope and his innate conservatism weakens. 
In it wo have the basis for a bitter and 
possibly long continued struggle, and tho 
crisis calls for all our wisdom and forbear- 
ance. It is no answer to say that wealth 
is increasing. Things might be twicelas 
bad if wealth increased twice as fast. Nor 
is it satisfactory merely to provo that 
wages are increasing, even if it can be 
proved, since the whole question is 
whether they are increasing fast enough 
to enable the laboring classes to keep 
their standard of comfort, at a point which 
will make enough of them so well satisfied 
with our present society us to enlist the 
services of a majority on the side of good 
order and peace. If laboring classes sink 
so low in tho scale of material comfort 
that they think they have nothing to lose 
and possibly something to gain by a 
change, we shall bo in a dangerous condi- 
tion. Our laboring men are not becoming 
more and more contented. Neither is 
labor disturbance due to foreign agitators. 
The genuine Anglo-Saxon, of English 
birth, tradition and origin, is one of the 
most successful agitators, and the history 
of trades-unions gives ample proof of 
this."

A HUMAN HEAR. 

It Looks Like a Hear, Crawls Like a Dear, 
and Acts Like a Hear. 

A large party of Clayoquot Indians, 
says the Seattle P. -I., from British Col- 
umbia, appeared in this city yesterday on 
their way to the hop fields. Accompany- 
ing them is probably as curious a speci- 
men of unfortunate humanity as ever was 
born. It is neither ;i man nor a brute, 
but appears to be on the line dividing the 
one from the other. Considered as a 
human being, the being is a man; consid- 
ered as a brute, it is a bear. It looks but 
little more like a man than a monkey 
does, except that the features are a little 
more distinct and t here is not a coat of 
hair on his body. It cannot talk or walk 
upright. It crawls along on its hands and 
feet with the peculiar swinging motion of 
the bear. Its feet are at a very acute 
angle with the front of the leg, and when 
crawling the hands move with an inward 
awing like the front feel of a bear. Tho 
expression is almost that of a bear. There 
is a peculiarly wild look about it, and the 
eyes are restless and sharp. Eveaybody 
instinctively called it an ••Indian Bear." 

Tho Indians said they seldom take it 
along with them anywhere, but this time 
there was no one to stay with it. They 
say it is 20 years old. lint little attention 
appears to be paid to it by the Indians, 
and it wabbles around with about the 
aiiulessiiess of an old dog, seeking a warm 
place, and eyeing suspiciously the ap- 
proach of anyone not familiar with it. The 
Indians say that a short time before it 
was born, its mother was frightened by a 
boar. 

FAIR'S OPINION. 

Neither Markay, Flood, nor t lie Nevada Hank 
Responsible. 

San Francisco, Sept. L7. — Speaking of 
the statements of the assets and liabilities 
filed recently by Dresbach and Rosenfeld, 
James (J. Fair, the new president, of the 
Nevada bank, said in an interview to-day: 

"Neither Mackay, Flood nor the Neva- 
da bank is responsible in this mutter. 
Why, do you suppose I would consent to 
take a place as president of the bank, and 
do what 1 have done, if 1 thought the 
bank could be held for extra losses / It 
cannot 1 assure you.

The Hallway Extension. 

Fow people have any idea of tho mag- 
nitude of the work that is being prosecu- 
ted on the extension of the E. & N. rail- 
way from Russell's station to the city, 
and a visitjto the locality will well repay a 
person who is at. all interested. For 
some time past the loud boom of tho blast 
has been heard for miles around, and tho 
heavy pieces of rock blown high into tho 
air have been an object of much at- 
tention. 

Yesterday a reporter of Thu Coi.oni.st, 
in his rambles, found himself strolling in 
tho direction of Russet's station, and hear- 
ingoueof tho blasts gooff it suddenly struck 
him that there might be something inter- 
esting to write about. Crossing to tho 
ferry landing, he was rather surprised at 
seeing a long trestle work. Following 
this up for several hundred feet, and after 
climbing ove rlooso rock and other obsta- 
cles, the principal scene of operation swas 
reached and after satisfying himself that 
it was all safe, he proceeded to examine 
the workings. A huge gang of men under 
Mr. McGillivray were hard at work drill- 
ing the solid rock and preparing for the 
next blast, while others with pick and 
shovel were removing the loosened rocks, 
and throwing them into carts, by which 
means they were conveyed to the dump 
to bo used in filling ill the ballasting. Tiie 
entire length of the cut is about 8-10 foot 
and about 14 feet- wide, As an evidence 
of the rapidity with which tho work has 
been done, it is thought that a general 
clean up will be made in less than a week. 

The trestles are made of very strong 
timbers, and Mr. Williams, who is super- 
intending the work, will no doubt have 
reason to bo proud of his .and his men's 
operations. Track-laying, it is thought, 
will be commenced as soon as the cut is 
through. 

SENATOR STANFORD. 

Seine Opinions ofthe Statesman— He Is Favor- 
ably Impressed With Victoria. 

Ex-Governor Leland Stanford, who, 
with his wife and Col. Crocker and Mr. A. 
N. Towney, (ieneral Manager of the 
Southern Pacific Railway, is staying at 
the Driard, was called upon by a reporter 
of The Colonist hist evening, who was 
most politely received by the honorabl 
gentleman. Governor Stanford and his 
party arrived yesterday by the Sound 
boat, and soon after landing they were 
taken for a drive by tho Hon. R. Duns- 
muir. The governor and his wife both 
express themselves as highly pleased with 
Victoria, the fine bracing atmosphere 
being extolled by them. Speaking of tho 
trip up, expressions of pleasure were 
freely used, as during tho whole journey 
tho Weather was delightful. The scenery 
along the route was spoken of as being 
splendid in the extreme, .Mounts Baker 
and Tacoma receiving a due share of 
notice. 

In reply to a question as to the political 
situation in the United States, the Sena 
tor expressed it, as his opinion that Presi 
dent Cleveland would be nominated by 
the democratic party, but be thought it 
more limn probable that the republican 
vote would defeat the candidate. As to 
who would oppose Cleveland, he thought 
Blaine was tho most popular man, but 
could not say what influence possible cir- 
cumstances might have on the i.^stie. 

As regarded the sealing question ho 
thought that there was out' doctrine for 
the mackarel fishers and another for the 
sealers. He did not pretend to under- 
stand the mallei', but thought that the 
public ipinion was that the whole thing 
was in the interests of the Alaskan Fur 
Company. 

Mr. Stanford .also spoke of the air of 
thrift and business which marked the 
several cities on t he coast, and believed 
that if the tariff question could bo ar- 
ranged so that- reciprocity could bo 
brought about it' would be beneficial to 
the mercantile interests of both countries; 
the iiOOO mile chain of custom houses, 
with their attendant, complications, should 
be swept, away. 

He thought il a wise policy to restrict 
Chinese immigration, but considered that 
there were worse elements than the 
Chinese, who were thrifty, peaceable mid 
industrious, and in many cases almost 
indispensable to tin- development of a 
now country. 

As regarded tin; claims of Victoria to 
bo the terminus of the great continental 
railway system, ho would prefer not to 
give an opinion, but, considered from a 
strategic standpoint Victoria and Esqui- 
inalt certainly had strong claims to the 
position. 

In tho course of his remarks Mr. Stan- 
ford paid a high compliment to the press 
of this city, remarking that the tele- 
graphic and general news wore fresh and 
breezy.

GONE HOME. 

Ex-Coun. Robt. Llptett Falli Dead at tlie Post 
Ofllco of Heart Disease -Au Old Pioneer. 

Last evening about 0:110 o'clock theburly 
form of Ex-Coun. Robert Lipsett was seen 
coming down Government atroot. Ho 
was dressed in a Bporting costume with 
his gun, a handsome double-barreled breech- 
loader, thrown over his shoulder and a 
largo pheasant in his hand, which he was 
showing to his friends. As Mr. Lipsett 
neared the door of tho post otlico, he 
stopped and spoke a fow minutes with 
some gentlemen, aftor which ho went in 
and laid his gun in the corner noar the 
paper wicket and the pheasant on the 
floor. He then proceeded to bis box and 
had just inserted the key in the lock, 
when his face suddenly grow pale, 
and with a slight groan he fell 
to the floor. In falling he 
endeavored to grasp Mr. S. Reid's 
shoulder, and just as ho did this Mr. C. 
A. Lombard, who was coming through the 
door, ran forward to catch the falling 
form, but was too late, and our good friend 
lay gasping on thu floor in an unconscious 
condition. Mr. Frank Campbell was 
summoned and was quickly on the spot 
with a pitcher of water and towel, with 
which ho bathed the head and face, while 
Messrs, Lombard and Reid rubbed his 
hands and chest. In tho mean time Dr. 
Milne had been sent for, but came just in 
time to see Mr. Lipsett breath his last. 
Ho died easily, anil from thu time ho fell 
to the last moment- of his life, he lay pas- 
sive and was scarcely breathing at all. Dr. 
Milne having pronounced life extinct the 
body was conveyed to a hack and driven to 
his late rooms on Blanchard streot and 
from there to Mr. Storey's undertaking 
rooms, where it will remain until his bro- 
ther, 1. Lipsett, is heard from. De was 
telegraphed for and it is expected ho will 
come overland to attend the funeral. 

In the death of genial "Bob" Lipsett 
Victoria loses a whole-souled, energetic 
and honorable citizen. Do came to the 
country in the summer of 1858 and was 
the tirst constable on the mainland at 
Judge Begbie's court in the spring of '50, 
either at Derby or New Langley. From 
there he went to Port Douglas where he 
was engaged in business until tlie Cariboo 
gold excitement, when ho went to Bar- 
kerville and until the tire at that place ho 
conducted business successfully. He then 
came to Victoria and has been bore off and 
on ever since. He was purser .on and part 
owner in the stern-wheel steamer ( lertrudo 
which ran on the Stickeen river and whoso 
hulk now lies in the harbor near Spratt's 
wharf. He was identified with many en- 
terprises for the advancement of the city, 
and at the time of bis death was a prom- 
inent shareholder in the 0. P. N. Co. 
He was a prominent member of Columbia 
Lodge, No. 2, I. <). O. F., and was Past 
Noble Grand. He was a native of County 
Donegal, Ireland, but, his exact age could 
not be learned last night, although he is 
thought to have been 55 years old. Last 
year ho ran fur a seat in the council to repre- 
sent Yates street ward, and was elected. 
During his term of oliice he developed 
marked ability as a representative of the 
people and his every act was stamped 
with an endeavor to do what waa right 
and just. Ho contested the seat in the 
same wanl this year but was defeated, 
owing to a variety of circumstances. 
Many regretted his retirement, al- 
though he was indifferent con- 
cerning the result. He was a candidate 
for tho local legislature at thu last general 
elections on the Opposition ticket but, was 
defeated, running, however, a good race. 
Ho Ciimo out of tho contest with- 
out an enemy. His ho'dfh had 
not boon good, and his medical adviser 
suggesting a change, ho went to San Jose, 
the home of his brother Isaac, also a pio- 
neer of this province, last spring, and the 
change evidently benefitted him, as be re- 
turned a fow months later looking him- 
self again, although at times bo was 
troubled with heart disease, the ultimate 
cause of his death. 

Ho was known and admired by nearly 
everyone. A whole-souled Irishman, his 
was a warm heart and generous spirit: ho 
gave largely when called upon, and many 
a struggling man ho helped along tho 
stony paths of lifo. In fact his whole life 
was made up of good and kindly deeds, 
and his enterprising and go-ahead spirit 
will bo sadly missed. Ho was always 
consistent, and scarcely went into any- 
thing unless his eyes were wide upon. 
His friends in this city, of whom there 
were many, will not soon forget him, and 
tho news of his death has 
caused sorrow throughout the city. 
Indeed each one felt as if his was a person- 
al loss, and many and warm were the 
eulogies passed upon our dead follow-eiti- 
zon. "In tho midst of life wo are in 
death" was never better exemplified than 
in his case and so terribly sudden a cala- 
mity must "give us pause." The funeral 
arrangements will be conducted by the 
( )ddfellows.
